James' Gazette in a timely art'<^'ci and 
W8 have sufifared it without revolt because 
we have hitherto had the fullest reliance 
upon tlieir integrity and lionor. Slow and 
p..i(iniitic we knew thoin in bo, aiid it lifts 
^oiiu near to be thduglit licit they won' 
intolerably stupid for sundry geiierntioiia. 
lint we have complacently believed that 
by dint of costly experiment aH<l under a 
steady Bre of criticism,- our departmonts 
did somehow or other in their own lum- 
bering fashion contrive to reach sound 
conclusions at hist. Wo knew that they 
blundered, and we knew that their man- 
ners were portentously dilatory and 
pompous. But wo believed hoth blunders 
iind del.iya to be honest. W(3 never aus- 
pocted the least taint of dishonesty or 
fraud in tho public aervioe, and scandal- 
ous rumors of tho kind wero very genor- 
ally resented as a alur on the national 
honour. Now we hear, for the ^rst time, 
ebargea of a sort tliat eannot be ignored 
ai^ainst the honesty of perhaps the most 
important offices of all. The break down 
in our armaments can no longer be oon- 
coaled. "Guns which burst, rifles and 
cartridges which jam, bavon^ls which 
bend, and swords which will not cut" have 
been revealing their remarkable proper- 
ties in all branebfii of the serrice and 
men of character and positiona come for- 
ward and declare that the defects in our 
national armament are directly due to tho 
corruption of high ofliciala in the public 
service. Tlioy offor to adduce proofs of 
specitic acta of fraud and perjury commit- 
ted by the permaueat oSicials to whom 
our new syatem of Jlinisteri&l 
irresponsibility leaTet a control which is 
practically absolute over our national de- 
fences. Tho fact that our ortillery sys- 
tem in particular is radically defei-'tivo has 
just received a scandalous proo^ >» the 
complete collapse of the heavy guns uf 
one ofournoweat and most powerf"! men- 
of-war, and tho diacuasion pi.()V'(jked by 
this catastrophe hiia elicited tlid acarooly 
creditable report that a largo n^'uber of 
English inen-of- nar have rece'^'t'J 'ai- 
perative orders not to tire their guna ex- 
cept against an enemy, and that several of 
these ships are in sole charge of important 
stations, facta like these, if indeed they 
are the truth, can only be explained by 
the iiicoinpetonce or the dishonesty (jf the 
officials responsible for the guna. We 
are the greatest workers of steel J^ud inui 
the world has ever known. Ia 't orodi- 
tablethat our admiDistratoia, with all the 
resources of the state at their disposal, 
are unable to cast sound cannon, or to 
buy bayonets and aword- blades without a 
daw( The public will not readily believe 
It; and until the matter is cleared up by 
thorough inquiry they will ba forced re- 
luctantly to accept (ho only p()aiiible al- 
ternulive judgment -that the ofiiciuls in 
question have their own reuaooa for arm- 
ing our aoldiers and sailora with unser- 
viceable weapons.

Application was made to the full court 
to-day by Low Turn, a Chiuoae miner, for 
tk mandamm. to- compel the Hp}). Wni,- 
Smithe, gold commisaioner for Yiotoria 
district, to grant him a license to mine tho 
waste lands of the crown upon payment of 
^a, the aum reciuirud of white miners, in- 
stead of 91G by the mining laws required 
of Chinese. 

Several minor points wero raised, but 
chiefly tho queition waa, the right of the 
local legislature tn enact a law nf thia 
kind. 

Tho aiithoritioa relied upon by tho 
crown for the inipoaitioii of tlui tax, 
wore those ooiifurred upon the province 
by the British North America Act, giving 
to British jOolumbiu the right to niauago 
and dispose of^ the publto lands 
of the province and deal with them 
as it wished, atid nlao to deal 
with property and civil rights within tho 
province, and as a jiolicu and sanitary re - 
gulation. 

Many cases wore cited to ahow the ex- 
tent and limits of the power of the pru- 
vinoa in respect to the imposition of taxes 
and that there waa no law rei^uiring 
eipialiiy in taxation, but that tho pro- 
vinco iiiiglil diacritiiinale uml direct uitl'or- 
eiit oiiiploymunta and clasaus to contri- 
bute to the public revenue in difieront 
proportions. 

Applicants argued tliat as tlx; right to 
deal with aliens and regulate trade ami 
coinmurce came within the scope of the 
powers of tho Dominion, tho inipositidii 
of a tax of this nature up(ui alieiiaus alioiia 
foliowing an ordinary eniployinent, 
amounted to an interference with those 
powers; that the local legialature could 
not under the protonae of enacting aiuuo- 
thiiig within ihoirpowoiH indirectly touch 
upon and usurp the powers of the Domin- 
ion. Admit t iiig that all tax;itioii need 
not be eijual, tho singling out of particu 
lar individuals from a number fulluwiiig a 
certain employment and imposing upon 
them exceptional burdens waa not legis- 
lation, but lawless exaction. 

In any event the operation of the act 
would in ell'ect viidate existing treaty oti- 
ligalioiis between (ireat Britain and China, 
thus practically annulling and di^feating 
riglita ac(juired under a fundamentnl 
principle of the ciuistit iition which was 
sought to bo over and above all law. 

The hearing of the case occupied tho 
greater part of the day. Tho authorities 
cited being numerous and voluminous, 
and (he queation bein|; an importanti one, 
their lordships took trme to consider, and 
will pronounce judgment at u time to be 
hereinafter lixed.

Mr. (iladKtone lias boon interviewed liy a 
correspondent of Le Paris, and bas told 
that euterpriaing jourualiHt that he is very 
tired, and if be listened to the warnings of 
nature h& would 

"wirmiinw KoK kvek" 
to bis home. lUit he feels that he has not 
tho right to do ao, and having toiled all 
Ilia life in delivering auA'cring peoplea he 
means tn die as he has lived. One takes 
thoao foreign interviews with a %ooA deal 
of aalt, but these seDtimetita are decid- 
edly (lladstnnian. Right and duty and 
the eternal titn<;88 of things aro always ad- 
verse to his retiring from tlio front. It 
ia well for bo I'aria to break tho news 
gently to us. Some of us had been hop- 
ing that he would virtually withdraw to 
hia homo this week . 

It is not all going smoothly about the 
American treaty of extradition. So far 
as the authorities aro concerned thery ia 
no ditliculty. The preaidonl has sent tho 
aniendod treaty to the senate. Tliu com- 
mitieo on foreign relations are inclined 
to consider it favorably, and there ia no 
anticipation of aerioua opposition in the 
aenaie. liut a nvirmur has arisen out of 
doois. The Americana aro extremely 
jealoiia of tho right of political asy- 
Inni, and the New Verk proaa liavg 
taken up the cry that if the treaty 
ia passed in its present form It will be 
twisted to include political refugees. 
It is dancrerous, cry tho papers, to make 
Oona[iiiacy fur murder or inaiialaughtor 
by tho destruction of properly a conven- 
ient cover for the surrender of political 
oU'dtiders. If once this suspicion gains 
ground there will be little chance for the 
treaty. The aff^tir is complieated bj the 
desire of the American government to 
obtain the extraditi ju of wholesale awiiid- 
lura frum Canada, which at present can- 
not be eli'ecti-d. As the bill ia confessed- 
ly oxuorimental we must hope that it will 
be tolerated on trial. Ila passaga into law 
would bo very opportune just, now, and 
would take the sting oui of fenian 
nieiiacea 

The Vienna Carrier I'igeon Society re- 
leased on Saturday aonio three hundred 
and fifty birds, setting tliem out on a 
flight to Cologne. Tho event has natur- 
ally created a good deal of interest, iiiuoh 
apeculiit i'>ii beint; indulged in, and, need- 
leas t(i add, hotting as to tho number of 
pigeons likely to reach their destination, 
and as to the time occupied by tho jour- 
ney. Should the record achieved bo a 
good one, it will be a triumph, not only 
on account of the distance between Vien- 
na and Cologne, which is great, but by 
reason of thu fiict I hat tho Vienna club 
baa only been recently founded, and is 
therefiire, comparatively speaking, now lo 
the tti.rk triiiiiiiig. \'et with regard to 
the iiitullivreiice uiid endurance of these 
w inged telegraphists, little will be revealed 
not already known. Great as the feat at 
present attempted may oe, the Southern 
Flying club, and notably Mr. J. V . Tay- 
lor, ( f tierwiek, not to apeak of many 
niori^ obscure trainers of the swift and 
clever bird, havo shown what marvels our 
humors can lio.

The now engine was 
p aced i'li thu railway wharf, and hose wau 
run alung~the railway grade aud up thu 
bank, but this took a hmg time Huw 
ever a fair stroain wati forced up thu 
batik and thrown on tho biiildingB. Liy 
this tiiuo iho lire had reduced the build- 
inga aituated on thu watur, thoujih the 
llauiea still burned liurce and lligli from 
tho (dl in vata, boilera and barrels. The 
engine was impeded in its work through thu 
fact that fresti waterjiad to be packed to it 
from a Ibiig diBtntice, and the tide being out 
the suction pipe barely reached tho water. 
How(!ver, it was proved that the engine wa.s 
» superior article, and the llreineii, lliiuigli 
inexperienced, worked with a will for an 
liDiir and ii half. The oil coiiliuiicd to burn 
when till' tiauies Hiibsiilcd. 'I'ho origin of 
the lire in nukuowii. Those wlio discoveml 
it state tho Ibinies liisl canio fi<iin 
the neighborhood of the boiler 
house. .The buildings were situated 
on Coal Harbjr .mul the ustahliahment 
was very coinplelo, cmting its owner 
aiuiia, aay i=:;0,()OU W'hotlier it ia iii.sured 
ia not known here. Tho railway gride 
had not boon built llirDiii^h Mr. Sjiritt'a 
properly, the cnnipaiiy having ro ■ 
fused to give the price usked fi>r the 
right of way and the buildings. 
The latter obstacle haa now unfortunately 
for its owner and forliiiiately fortlu- coni 
|iany Iibuii reniived iMr. koofci'a 
oonlractor's (dlico and warehoiuu waa ad 
jacent to tho lire, hut though burning 
several tiuioa was aaved. The lire at ita 
hei$;ht pruaciited a grand sight, aa there 
being little wind it leaped high in the air 
and lit up the inlet and ahippiiig, an oc. 
c.iaional Hash of lightning adding to the 
scene. Mr. Hrockaii, an onterpri.sini; 
photographer, secured several negativeh 
uf the prograaa of the fire.

and vicinity. Tho cliniale is bracing; the 
nighta and mornings are cool and the luid 
day boat rugialerod 80 degroui, which the 
resideiita think rather warm. Some 
ladlea infnrnied niu that the Buniiuor 
clothing used in hJaatcrii Oiuiada waa too 
coid for Victoria, except in the middle of 
tho day." 

"What are the prospects of trade thore?"

Coun. Lipsett stated that the improve- 
ment of the Park was more' necessary than 
the loan for water works. The more men
